big slaves to more tbau eigbty ; and Ibo 
profits of bis profession bail added three 
Ibousand acres to bis paternal farm. 
Tbere 


bail gaibored about bim, too, on his moun- 
luln lop, including his own family, bis siu- 
ter'a brood, Lhis tuether and brother, bis 
Ilalian gardeners, the mechanics employed 
upon his bouse, and his overseers, a patrl- 
arctiiai household ol Ibirty-four person?. 
His presence al homo was peculiarly need- 
ed at nil liuies ; for his wife wss not one of 
tbose robust ladies of Ihe Old Dominion who 
could conduct a plantation as well as .their 
busbunds ; and Bbe was generally absorbed 
iii nourishing a life more feeble than her 
own. 
It was for such reasons, as we may 


ptesume, that be now withdrew from a pro- 
fession Ibat compelled him lo be long absent 
from Albeuiarle. 
He fell himself strong 


enough lo tru*his future to glorious agii- 
cullure and the manly, homely arts that 
fnoilitate agriculture. 
He might bull'.! a 


mill for bis own. and bis neighbors' grain ; 
ue might keep a few boys at work, making 
nails for his county ; be might convert some 
of his wood into timber and a little of his 
clay into bricks ; but.heuceforth to the end 
of bis days ho derived the greatest part of 
his revenue from the culture of the soil. 
He was a farmer, as bis fathers had been 
before him. 
At u time when busy and 


capable men shrank from public office with 
u Iccling resembling horror, It may be well 
to nole (bat few persons have ever perform- 
ed public duly at such a sacrifice of person- 
al feeling and private interest as Thomas 
Jefferson. 
Even in old and highly organ- 


ized communities, the bead of such a house- 
hold .can be ill spared ; but in Virginia, in 
a remote county, in a region where trained 
labor did uot exist, and where men of much 
capacity could seldom be hired at all, and 
never for long, where rudest men tilled a 


ew soil with rudest implements, and those 


men were slaves, nothing but ihe master's 
eye could prevenl the most reckless irasle 
aiid ruinous mismanagement. Every fron- 
tier plantation was, of necessity, a little 
kingdom, in which the master had to fur- 
nish tbe whole daily requirement of author- 
ity and guidance. If a wood-chopper broke 
•,i leg or a blood vessel, it was Jefferson 
who was summoned ; and if Ihe baby bad 
tlie measles, it was Jefferson who must pre- 
scribe. 
When the dam gave way, or a 


wheelbarrow broke down; if a shop ciught 
lire, or Ihe lettuce was nipped by the frost; 
if the cattle got into Ihe wheat,or the small- 
pox into the negro quarter ;—it was etill 
the master who hud to furnish brain and 
nerve for the emergency. 
There was nev- 


er n peiiod, during his public life, when he 
iiad not reasons for remaining at home 
which most men would have felt to be 
sufficient,

There is very aad news from England, 


and this is the nature and extent of it. The 
other day there was held at tbe Black Swan 
Leicester-square, a large meeting of seceding 
members ot the International, "for the pur- 
pose of protecting against unconstitutional 
conduct in the management of the Interna- 
tional, and also for taking means to expose 
lo the world tbe shallowneas of its preten- 
sions." Tho meeting was addressed by BO- 
cedera from the German, French and British 
sections. Tho management was censured in 
along list of resolutions, charging dictatorial 
and insulting conduct, collections of money 
frotn the working classes, and the want of 
proper accounts for a period of six years. 
The by-laws wore condemned for causing 
members to be sworn not to subscribe or be- 
long to any other democratic association, 
and it was freely charged that members re- 
sorted to unfair proceedings lo get them- 
•jelvos elected to offices of profit and honor. 
Several speakers said they would not have 
believed without cxpetience, lhat a society 
which coula impose such tyrannical laws on 
its members could exist in England. 


Iu tbe United Statoa Senate, yestordtty, 


Iho rosolulion to limit to five minutes for 
each Senator nil debate upon tho appropria- 
tion bills was passed in an amended form. 
Tbsruwas a good deal of dobate,and but little 
other business waa done. In tho Houao jibe 
bill making an appropriation for a custom- 
house at Rockland, Me., and the Texas Pa- 
cific Railroad bill, were passed. A bill in- 
corporating the company for the erection of 
the exposition building for the national cen- 
tennial celebration was introduced and re- 
ferred with Instructions to report as incor- 
porators the names of two persons from eacli 
congressional district, four from each State 
at large and two from each Territory. The 
report of the conference committee on tho 
legislative, executive and judicial appropria- 
tion bill WM rejected, and thd bill recom- 
mitted . A Urge amount of concurrent busi- 
ness was transacted.
